more sorious than ocithor tho Houso of Commons or the country was 
allowed to know, was a malicious untruth. The facts.wore that the 
Government had boon dofeatdd on Octobor 8th, whilst this “ Rod” 
_ plot lottor had not fousd its way to-the Poroign Office until October 
10th. It had not beon put into tho dopartment until October 14th.

‘According to the ovidonco, o 
report was received at tho 
tolograph -offico - to the offect 
that. sorvico- on the .cable 
betwoon Hongkong_ and 
Kowloon had boon impaired, Tho 
Harbour Dopartment was also 
notified and Mr. Hillyor’ wont 
tiboard the Hai Foong whero ho 
learned that the ship-on docking 
had picked up the cable on hor 
anchor. 

Measuroments were taken 
and compared and it was decided 
that the ship hod anchored in o 
prohibited torritory. Capt. 
Turnbull soid that he had been 
coming into Hongkong and 
docking at thc samo wharf for 
tho past ten yoars and that was 
tho, first time that ho had 
any difficulty.

He said that a8 soon as tho 
ship was sooure to tho wharf, he 
bogan hauling in his anchor and 
that when he raised it above tho 
water be found that tho telograph- 
telophone cable was on it. Modvls 
were introduced into the court to 
show. the oxact position of tho 


ship.and charts we ro consulted as ; 


to tho exact course taken. 

Mr. G. K. Hall Brutton, soli- 
citor for the defenco, questioned

in tho world's history. 

A fascinating account of those | 
people is given: in Savage Lifo 
in Central Australia” (Masnaliai.: 
188), by Dr..G, Horne and Mr, G.' 
Aiston, the latter of whom -has 
lived among them for the Tost 
eight yoars, 

They build no houses huts of 
boughs plastored with andl are 
their solo idoa of urchitecturo. 
Those arc moroly temporary 
habitations. f 

Growth of food from seed is 
quite beyond the ken of these 
pooplo, and hunting is a necossity. 

One of the principal and most 
highly prized foods is the woma, a 
sloopy snako about nine feet long. 

Many stono tools aro used by 

the Wonkonguru. All long flakes 
with & sharp cutting odge aro 
kopt for knivos. Tho larger 
knives aro usod for fighting and 
cutting up large animals after 
thoy aro cooked. 
* Noxt in importance is tho 
surgical knifo, which must have 
« very koon odge, and, also, a 
thumb or fingor grip flaked on it, 
so that it will not slip. 

When thoy uro in their own 
camps the natives do not trouble 
about clothes, excopt on coro:

robores. Thon overybody puts on 
paint and foathors andeagiosdown 
in groat profusion for the danco,
